HS OWN BABY

SENSATIONAL SCENE IN A NORTH 
TENTH STREET HOME. 


A MOTHER’S DESPERATE FIGHT. 


Mrs. Cameron and Her Aged Parents 
Have a Battle With Mr. Cam- 
eron and His Friend. 


The home of Nicholas Hite, 1429 North 
Tenth street, was the scene Sunday night of 
as thriliing a disturbance and as terrifying 
an incident as the police department has 
grappled with for some time. 

Nicholas is an old man, 75 years, and his 
wife, Mary, is 65. They have a daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Cameron, who secured a divorce 
from her husband, James W. Cameron ,two 
months ago, on the ground of non-support 
and resumed her residence with her aged 
_ parents. 

Mrs. Cameron has a seven-months’-old 
baby, and both occupy a room on the second 
floor of the Hite home. 

Sunday night at 10:30 o'clock the old peo- 
ple were aroused by a thumping on the out- 
side door. Mrs. Hite, supposing it was 
caused by her son ‘by a former marriage, 
Mike Hohn, arose from her bed and went 
to the door. There she found, as she al- 
leges, James Cameron and Willlam Wei- 
bern, both under the influence of liquor and 
ina murderous mood. 

They pushed Mrs. Hite aside and entered. 
Then Cameron produced a long and glitter- 
ing knife with which he threatened the ex- 
termination of the family if he was not 
shown immediately to his divorced wife's 
room. 

There was no other alternative and 
both Cameron and Weibern went up to the 
second floor. .Mrs. Cameron was awakened 
by their entrance and leaped to her feet, ap- 
prehensive of trouble and danger. The hus- 
band at first paid no heed to Mrs. Cameron, 
but loudly announced that he intended to 
have the baby or kill it. 

Quick as a flash he seized the infant, but 
was intercepted bp its mother, and then be- 
gan a conflict which seemingly had death in 
it. There was no time for preparation or 
thought. The mother’s instinct told her to 
gave the baby, ever at the cost of her own 
life. 

With upraised arm the husband, desperate 
with rage and maddened by liquor, held 
his knife aloft. Mrs. Cameron prayed, be- 
eeeched and screamed. 

At this juncture Mike Hohn appeared. 
He had been sleeping in a separate room, 
and the terrifying tumult aroused him, He 
went at once to the rescue of his step-sister 
and her baby. Cameron released the infant 
and in the ensuing struggle Hohn was 
knocked on the hhead and rendered unable 
to do further battle. 

Meanwhile Weibérn was not idle. It was 
his part of the business, apparently, to 
prevent interference with Cameron, so he 
kept striking at Mr. and Mrs. Hite and 
forced them constantly back from the con- 
flict. 

Finding himself once more master of the 
field, Cameron started again toward the 
baby, this time with the avowed determina- 
tion of plunging his knife into it. He stood 
over the infant once more, while Mrs. Cam- 
eron, exhausted by her cries and struggles, 
could scarcely maintain herself. The aged 
mother, still full of fight and determined to 
save the baby, made a desperate rush for- 
ward, but was again met by Weibern, who 
pressed the old lady to her knees and pre- 
vented her from rising. The old man was 
too feeble and too badly frightened to in- 
‘ terfere. Moreover, Welbern blocked the 
way. 

The situation by this time was thrilling 
in the extreme, and it appeared nothing 
could save the baby from a murderous as- 
sault. Cameron still held his Knife in a 
threatening position, and there was in his 
face and attitude every indication that the 
fearful. promise he made would be exe- 
cuted. 

But assistance was coming. The shrill 
cries and screams of the women, accentu- 
ated by the nojse of the struggle, had 
reached the streets and adjacent homes, and 
men and women began to search for the 
location of the disturbance. Then it was 
that Cameron and Weibern decided to quit 
the place in order to effect their own safety. 

With parting injunctions and pledges to 
return for the baby, the two ran down the 
stairway and out upon the street, pushing 
aside all who happened in their way. 
Monday morning Mr. and Mrs. Hite, with 
Mrs, Cameron, appeared at the office of As- 
sistant City Attorney Dodge, told their 
story and asked that summons be issued 
for both Cameron and Weibern, which was 
done, and the men will have an opportunity 
to defend themselves in the police court as 
soon as they are captured.

Scruggs, the wealthy St. Louis: merchant, 
who was arrested Saturday on his arrival 
on the St. Paul charged with smuggling, 
and on whose person and that of Mr. F.

Mr. Lang- 
horne, Mr. Vandervoort, Mr. Scruggs’ part- 
ner; Mr. Kip, New York agent of Scruggs, 
Vandervoort & Barney, and other friends 
of the defendant were present. 

The proceedings were short. The formal 
charge against Mr. Scruggs was presented. 
He waived examination and was held for 
the Grand-jury. He immediately gave 
bond and it was announced that his trial 
would come off on or about the third 
Wednesday in June. 


ALASKAN HORRORS.

Degraded Natives Who Kill Parents 
and Children and Practice Witch- 
craft and Polygamy. 


BEAGLE LAKE, Ind., May 24.—Alaska’s. 
horrors and hopes were aired by Dr. Shel- 
don Jackson, the Moderator of the Presby- 
terian General Assembly, in his discourse 
Sunday. He said that infanticide, witch- 
craft, polygamy, the murder of parents and 
other practices of benighted and. degraded 
paganism prevailed to a terrible extent 
asnons three or four native races. Mothers 
kill their own babies. 

Dr. Jackson found that in some tribes it 
was the practice of children to kill father 
and mother when they got old. This custom 
inevitable. The grip swept the coast of 
Alaska and carried off many natives. They 
atttribute the disease to witches. Dr. Jack- 
son declares scores of persons were burned 
or buried alive on suspicion of being 
witches. He says the Alaskans are not a 
ferocious people and described them as mild 
and docile. 

Dr. Jackson insisted that Alaska was well 
worth Governmental care for its extensive 
fish, coal, iron, timber and mining re- 
sources. He declared, on the authority of 
Government experts who had made an in- 
vestigation, that the Yukon River Valley 
was the richest gold placer mining district 
yet opened in the world. The canned sal- 
mon industry amounted to $5,000,000 last 
year. He argued that with such resources 
population was bound to come, and he esti- 
mated that 10,000 white men would flock to 
the Yukon gold fields this season. The 
mercury in the valley, he said, drops as 
low as 87 deg. below zero in winter and 
rises as high as 100 deg. above in summer. 

He spoke briefly on the propagation of the 
reindeer, by which a large population might 
be sustained.

PUSHED FROM A MOVING TRAIN. 


Qscar Lamb Loitered on the Way to 
Bchool and Was Brought 
Home Dead. 


Oscar Lamb, a 14-year-old boy, was killed 
in a horrible manner in.the Iron Mountain 
Railroad yards Monday morning. 

Oscar lived with his parents at 2714 Bis- 
marck street. 

He had been in the habit of playing in 
the railroad yards with a crowd of boys 
about his own age. 

Monday morning he went there with four 
other boys. They were on their way to 
school, but had half an hour to spare and 
spent it romping about between the cars. 

An Iron Mountain freight train - going 
south passed slowly through the yards. 
One of the boys grasped the iron handles 
of the last car in the train and climbed to 
the roof. The others followed him. As the 
train neared the south boundary of the 
yards its speed was increased. 

It was going quite fast before the boys 
became alarmed. The one who had climbed 
to the ~ of the car first suggested that 
they had better jump off. 

Oscar Lamb, who was nearest the ladder, 
started down. 

He was half way to the ground and was 
clinging to the ladder waiting an oppor- 
tunity to jump when a ~switwh engine 
steamed north on the next track. It struck 
Oscar full in the side, loosened fils hold and 
threw him to the ground, 

Before the boys on top of the car realized 
what had happened the engine haw disap- 
peared among the maze of cars in the north 
end of the yard. 

The boys climbed from the car and went 
back to where Oscar lay. ‘They tried to 
revive him, but could not. One of the boys 
found a policeman, who had Oscar taken to 
the South End Dispensary in an ambulance. 

Dr. E. N. Webster examined the boy and 
pronounced him dead. He said he had 
probably been killed inetantly. 

he boy’s skull was crushed and his face 
so badly cut that he was scarcely recogniz- 
able. His left arm was broken in two places. 

The body was taken home.

The establishment of an independent long 
distance service connecting the great com- 
mercial centers in a field now occupied ex- 
clusively by the Bell company. 

The completion in the near future of an 
LA thea Agen Oe ng exchange in the city of 
(hicago, for which purpose a company com- 
posed of capitalists with experience in large 
enterprises has already been organized. 

Co-operation for resisting any action the 
Bell company may take in the courts in ref- 
erence to the Berliner decision. 

All these matters will be brought promi- 
nently to the attention of the public by a 
meeting which will be held here next 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday. The call 
for this meeting has been issued by James 
E. Keelin, president of the Western Tele- 
phone Construction Company. It has been 
£fent to all the 1,000 or more independent 
telephone exchanges of the country, and has 
elicited a, general interest among them. Re- 
ports received indicate that at least 300 
exchanges will send from one to five repre- 
sentatives each, Mr. Keelin estimating the 
total attendance at between 600 and 1,000 
delegates. 


PLUNGED INTO A WELL. 


Heroic Rescue of Little Charlie Korn- 
feld by His Father.

The well 
had been constructed of uncut rock, and the 
father was thus enabled, 
grasped the boy, to maintain a hold above 
water until help arrived. 
In a few seconds a rope was let down, 
and a number of men who were attracted 
by the commotion rescued both father and 
son. They were thoroughly chilled, but not 
seriously injured.

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THE POWER OF 
THE PRESIDENT 


DEFINED BY A DECISION OF THE 
‘SUPREME COURT. 


HAS THE RIGHT OF REMOVAL. 


Claim Overruled That a District At- 
torney May Hold on Despite the 
President’s Order. 


e 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—In the Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day Justice 
Peckham handed down the opinion of the 
Court in the case of L. E. Parsons, late 
District Attorney for the Northern District 
of Alabama, appealed from the Court of 
(Claims. The decision was adverse to Par- 
sons’ Claim that he was entitled under sec- 
tion 769 of the revised statutes’ to ‘hold his 
office for four yéars notwithstanding, the 
President’s order of removal, Justice Peck- 
‘ham saAid‘that while the appointment was 
for four years it might be terminated earlier 
at the discretion of the President. The 
judgment of the Court of Clatms was af- 
firmed. ch 

The determination of this case has*been 
looked forward to with interest because of 
its possible effect-upon the’ removal of of- 
fice holders incident to the change of ad- 
ministration. Parsons was removed from 
the office of United States District Attor- 
ney in 1893, having been appointed in 1S. 
He wrote a letter to the President, refus- 
ing to surrender the place on the ground 
that as he had been appointed for a term 
of four years, the President. had no right 
to remove him before the expiration of that 
time. He has fgught the case through 
the various Federal courts on this theory, 
losing in the lower courts as he did to-day 
in the Supreme Court. 

Parsons has, however, not been ‘n his 
office during the contest. On the day he 
was removed, Emmett O'Neill was appoint- 
ed to succeed him, and Parsons surrendered 
the office after an order was issued to him 
by the Circuit Court to do so. He prose- 
cuted the case on another basis from that 
time. 

The court decided. two cases to-day, hold- 
ing that the United States Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. has no power to pre- 
scribe rates on railroads, which may con- 
trol in the future. The cases were those 
Of the Commission-vs, the Cincinnati and 
New Orleans Railroad Company, and the 
Florida and Western Company. 

The decision is construed to mean that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
no power to pass upon rates before they are 
put into effect, | 

The court affirmed the decision of the 
court below in the case of C. S. Wright of 
Pittsburg, Pa., charged with a violation of 
the portion of the interstate commerce law 
prohibiting discrimination. Wright granted 
reoaies on beer to pay for drayage. ‘his ac- 
tion was held to be in violation of the law.

WEYLER RELIEVES HIS MIND. 


Says Unpleasent Things About the 
U. S. Government. 

NEW YORK, May 24.—A dispatch to the 
Journal from Cienfuegos, Cuba, says: In 
an interview with Capt. Gen. Weyler. upon 
his arrival here from Placetas, in reference 


to Senator Morgan’s Cuban resolution, the 
General said: ; 

“IT am not surprised at the action thus far 
taken; nor shall I be if the House con- 
curs in the Senate resolution and sénds it 
to the President. Your jingoes are in the 
saddle and evidently bent upon forcing the 
country in some foreign complications in 
order to detract attention from the fast 
approaching international crisis. 

‘The few scattering bands of Cuban dyna- 
miters, railroad wreckers, horse and cattle 
thieves, plantation burners and highwaymen 
now in the field here, who hold no port and 
possess no seat of civil government, have 
no right to expect recognition. Such dis- 
tinction at President McKinley’s hands, is- 
sued in the face of my own proclamation. of- 
ficially declaring the greater part of the {<1- 
and to be already pacified, would hold the 
Washington executive up to the ridicule of 
European powers and prompt-a_ healtny 
outburst of sympathy for the Spanish cause, 
especially from neighboring old world Gov- 
ernments,- also possessing colonies in the 
West Indies. In brief, recognition may aid 
the Cuban Junta in placing a few bonds in 
the United States, but will at the same time 
assure the successful issue of our pro- 
posed new Spanish loan in Par'!s, London 
and Vienna, and enable us to carry on the 
war with renewed vigor f 
“Personally, I shall be glad if recognition 
comes. Our position will then be more 
clearly defined. It will work a virtual abro- 
gation of our special treaty with the United 
States, place Yankees residing in Cuba in an 
identical position before the courts’ with 
other foreign residents, and I shall be trou- 
bled less by the constant complaints, and 
often mdiculous demands, from American 
consuls. It would also relleve the Spanish 
Government of all responsibility for the 
destruction of foreign property not actually 
Within the line of Spanish defences, and 
further simplify matters by insuring us the 
right to board and search American ves- 
sels whenever suspected. 

“For one, I shall heartily rejoice that 
the emptiness and hypocrisy of the Wnitel 
States Government’s reiterated professions 
of friendship shall be finally unmasked. I 
have always had little confidence in the 
sincerity of its assertions.’’ 

The Captain General expressed delight at 
the proposition to have consuls here furnish 
free transportation to all Americans who 
desire to return to the United States, but 
he said he considered the plan to distribute 
food to resident Americans as an indirect 
and unjustified attempt to interfere in loca] 
affairs.

DR. FRANKENFIELD DIDN’T WAIT 
FOR THE COLD WAVE. 


IT WILL NOT LAST LONG. 


But It Was Not Expected and People 
Whom It Affects Pine for 
Vengeance.

“The Doctor discovered this thing Satur- 
day night.

“Well, Sunday morning the map showed 
‘high,’ ‘low,’ ‘Jack,—that meant Jack Frost. 
The Doctor exclaimed ‘Game’ and he and h‘s 
grip fled. The market gardeners, the ladies 
with sweet peas just ready to burst, the 
people who have been coaxing tube-roses, 
and daffodills and callas, and scores of 
other things during the backward spring— 
the doctor did not dare face them. He filed. 

“T think it will be over by to-morrow,” 
continued the assistant. ‘“‘There was a kill- 
ing frost Sunday night in Southern Minne- 
sota and South Dakota, and that cool wave 
eame rushing down the Missouri Valley 
about midnight. We caught it here about 
daylight, and it will keep up all day. It will 
be quite cool to-night. Not a frost perhaps, 
but cool enough for discomfort. The wind 
cont.nues from the Northwest, but that will 
likely shift at sundown. It is the most back- 
ward season al] around that I have ever 
known in the Mississipvi Valley.’’ 

“But this cold wave of May is by no means 
unprecedented. It ts true there has been a 
great continuance of uncongenial weather 
in this spring season of 1897 in this latitude, 
but it by no means breaks a record.: In the 
season of 1883 four inches of snow fell in 
Chicago on May 22, and in St. Louis there 
was a storm of sleet and cold rain that made 
people shrivel up and started a boom in the 
coal trade. In 188 there was not a bud or 
leaf out in Chicago on May 10. St. Louis did

“It should be said that both these seasons 
ended with a stupendous crop of everything 
that grows in this cimate, except the small 
early fruits.

NEARLY 


Eighty-Third Anniversary of the So- 
ciety, With a Showing of Its 
Vast Work. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 2%.—After devo- 
tional exercises, conducted by Rev. Emory 
W. Hunt, of Ohio, the eighty-third anni- 
versary of the American Baptist Missionary 
Union began in the Fourth Avenue Baptist 
Church at 10 o’clock this morning. The 
American Baptist Missionary Union, organ- 
ized May 18, 1814, has charge of all the 
foreign mission work, and also has a num- 
ber of institutions for higher education es- 
tablished under its control in foreign lands, 
as follows: The Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary, Insein, near Rangoon, Burmah, Ran- 
goon Baptist College, Burmah; the Brown- 
son Telugao Theological Seminary, Rama- 


pata, India; The American Baptist Mission 
Psp ae Ongole, India; The Biblical School 
Shaohing, China; the Baptist Theoiogical 
Seminary, Yokohama, Japan, Bethel The- 
ological Seminary, Stockholm, Sweden, and 
the Baptist Theological School, Hamburg, 
Germany. . 

The convention was called to order by 
Rev. Henry F. Colby of Ohio, the President, 
after which the report of the executive com- 
mittee was presented. The report gave an 
interesting account of the work done dur- 
we the past year. 

he foreign work, it says, has been faith- 
fully prosecuted, though at a great disad- 
from reduced appropria- 
tions and the failure to provide reinforce- 
ments at points where additions to the staff 
of workers were sorely needed. The most 
prominent feature in the year’s work is the 
awakening in China, where a marvelous 
change has occurred in the disposition and 
attitude of the stolid and. conservative 
Chinese. The most important question has 
been the financial problem. 

Last year the committee said that in case 
the debt was increased during the year 
there was no alternative but to close some 
of our missions there. Now, should every 
dollar of the present debt be raised, to at- 
tempt to continue work on the present scale 
would simply resultdin incurring debt unless 
the offerings were greatly increased. 

It is the conviction of the executive com- 
mittee that the appropriations for the com- 
ing year be made on a scale $60,000 below 
that of the past year, and that in the 
years to come the average receipts from 
all sources for the five preceding years 
should be adopted as the basis of mission- 
ary appropriations for any single year. 

In effect this will, in heathen lands, com- 
pel the actual abandonment of stations 
upon some of the mission flelds with the 
recall of missionary families; a serious re- 
duction in the force of native workers upon 
others; besides such curtailment in the fur- 
oy of missionary equipment as can 
not fail to prove a serious embarrassment 
to workers in the field and, for a time, at 
least, restrict progress. From several of 
our Puropean missions they will involve the 
withholding of nearly one-half the present 
appropriation, and a considerable reduction 
of the work in France with the probable 
withdrawal altogether from Spain. Any 
line of action less drastic will fail to secure 
the relief demanded.

JUDGE VALLIANT ENJOINS THE 
BELL TELEPHONE Co. 


UNDERGROUND MUDDLE GROWS. 


Old Conduit Is Not a Nuisance, Though 
It Was Built Under an Iilegal 
Ordinance, 


The St. Louis Underground Service Co., 


‘the successor to the National Subway Co., 


which owns a conduit running along Che:t- 
nut street from Fourteenth to Tenth street, 


and under St. Charles, Olive, Broadway ard 


Fourth streets, gained a victory over the 
Bell Telephone Co. in Judge Valliant’s 
court Monday. 

Their petition for an injunction to perm‘t 
the Beil Telephone Company from tearing 
up their property was granted and will be 
effective until the matter comes up for final 
adjudication in regular term. 

The decision puts a new twist in the con- 
duit tangle. Under it the property of the 
Underground Service Company cannot be in- 
terfered with, and their conduit covers a 
great portion of the down-town streets that 
has been awarded the Bell Telephone Co. 


for their underground service, 

Judge Valliant makes it plain that the 
city should come to terms: with the Under- 
ground company. as they got their ordi- 
nance and acted under it in good faith. Un- 
til the city so decided their works could not 
be considered a nuisance. 

Judge Valliant’s order in response to the 
prayer of injunction was as follows: 

Upon plaintiffs entering into bond with 
defendant in the penalty of $5,000 con- 
ditioned according to the statute and ap- 
proved by the court, an injunction may 
issue restraining the defendant from 
further destruction of plaintiff's work 
described in petition. 

The court’s memdrandum accompanying 
tne petition was as follows: 

he ordinance under which the pla'n-: 
tiff’'s works were constructed was passed 
in 1889. In 1894 the city officials being 
advised that the ordinances involved re- 
fused to permit the plantiff to extend 
its system, and thereupon the plaintiff 
began a suit in the Supreme Court to 
compel the c'ty officers to grant the 
necessary permits, but the Supreme 
Court on “first earing deni the 
mandamus on the ground that its ordi- 
nance was invalid for the reason that 
it essayed to appropriate a portion of 
the streets of the city to the exclusive 
use Of a private corporation. By this 
decision the Supreme Court annulled 
the plaintiff's right to further extend 
its system, and although there was no 
expression as to the plaintiff's rights in 
the works already constructed, yet the 
inference is that their rights are at least 
greatly impaired. There is no occasion 
now for this to define what rights the 
plaintiff has left in the ownership and 
use of the existing structure, but I am 
satisfied that the plaintiff still has some 
title to it and some rights growing out 
of the situation which it is the duty of 
the court to protect. 

The works were constructed with the 
consent and approval of the city, and 
doubtless the plaintiff and the city in 

ood faith believed the ordinance valid. 
he plaintiff incurred the expense in the 
hope of the reward, which the city pro- 
vided by the terms of the ordinance. Our 
Supreme Court says that the city can not 
keep its promise, and the plaintiff must 
lose its reward, but it does not say it has 
forfeited all rights to the existing struc- 
ture. 

What is to be done with the struc- 
ture is a question to be settled between 
the plaintiff and the city. Giving to the 
Supreme Court’s decision its strongest 
interpretation against the plaintiff, the 
plaintiff has no mght to maintain its 
structure in the street, or to use it for 
the purposes proposed in the ordinance; 
still it belongs to the plaintiff, and was 
put there by the city’s invitation. 

Conceding that the city has a right to 
remove it or to require the plaintiff to 
remove it or else forfeit its title, still 
that right must be exercised with reas- 
onable regard for the plaintiff's rights 
and in view of the circumstances. It may 
be that the nature of the structure is 
such that it would cost more to remove 
it than itis worth. It may be that the 
removal would involve an injury to the 
streets that the city ought not to allow 
But these are questions to be ad usted 
between the city and the plaintiff, and 
on which the plaintiff has a right to be 
heard. 

The city was advised in 189% that the 
ordinance was invalid, yet it has taken 
no steps to compel the plaintiff to re- 
move its structure. If the city finds the 
plaintiff’s works a material obstruction 
in its streets, it may take action as it 
may be advised, in or out of court, to re- 
move them; but it would not be per- 
mitted in such removal to inflict more 
injury on the plaintiff than might be 
necessary. 

It is to be presumed that up to the 
present time at least the structure has 
not proven to be a material obstfuction. 
It has Jain underground for years and 
no injury from it has been shown. If 
therefore, it is in a technical sense a nul- 
sance it has not been of such a menacing 
character as would justify a private 
citizen in destroying it without notice. 

The plaintiff's manhole which is the 
subject of this suit occupies the space 
whtch the defendant prefers for its man- 
hole which it is about to construct. So 
far as appeared from the developments 
at the hearing of this motion, this is the 
first instance in which the plaintiff's 
works have i to be an obstruction 
to any one desiring to use the streets. 
This manhole lies in the line indicated 
on the plans furnished by the Board of 
Public Improvements to defendant on 
which to construct their works. 

But I did not understand from what 
Mr. Durant said that is was absolutely 
necessary for the defendant to construct 
its manhole in the space. He said that 
any location of their works before actual 
construction was merely tentative,and 
that it — be varied as occasion re- 
quired; and the most that he was willing 
to say in regard to the choice of this par- 
ticular spot was that it would be more 
convenient to the defendant to locate its 
manhole there than within a few feet 
adjacent thereto. I am satisfied from 
what he said that even the inconvenience 
to his company would not be very great 
if required to locate his manhole else- 
where, 

The city has not commissioned the 
defendant to crear u the plaintiff's 
works. even if it had authority to do 
so, and whilst the decision of our Su- 
preme Court leaves the plaintiff in a very 
unfortunate condition, yet it is not at 
the mercy of everyone who sees fit to 
raise hts hand against it, or who desires 
the space it occupies. 

I am satisfied there is no necessity for 

_ destroying the plaintiff's works, and in 
justice and good conscience, it should not 
be done, The temporary injunction, re- 
straining further destruction of the 

works will be granted, as prayed. A

Mrs. Brazier Indignant at Col. John- 
son for Refusing to Issue 
a Warrant. 


Clara Schuler, a pretty servant girl, 
caused no end of trouble to the family of 
James F. Brazier, a stockman, living at 
3107 Adams street, Sunday. She was the 
cause of all the sewer pipes in the house 
being torn out and the carpets taken up, 
and finally she was arrested. 

Mrs. Brazier and Miss Lizzie Killorean, 
who lives with the Brazier family, applied 
to Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson 
Monday for a warrant. 

“While Mrs. Brazier was at church yes- 
terday,” said Miss Killorean, ‘Clara Schul- 
er entered my room and stole my watch off 
the dresser. When I accused her of it 
she confessed and said she had thrown it 
in the closet, fearing that the finding of it 
would cause her arrest. 

“We sent for a plumber and had all of 
the pipes in the house torn up, but could 
not find the watch and then we had the girl 
arrested. But before her arrest Mrs. Bra- 
zier missed a $ bill and when the girl was 
accused of taking it she confessed and said 
she had hidden it under a carpet, but she 
could not remember where. We tore up 
every carpet in the house and found no 
money. 

“Then we had her arrested. Last night 
I was going out for a car ride and in put- 
ting on another dress the watch fell out 
of one of the sleeves. The girl had told a 
story when she said she had thrown it 
away. After stealing it ehe put it in my 
dress, thinking I would not prosecute her. 
She has still got the $5.”

Celebration of the Seventy-Eighth An- 
niversary of Her Birth. 


LONDON, May 24.—To-day is the seven- 
ty-eighth anniversary of the birth of Queen 
Victoria, and the occasion is being cele- 
brated throughout the United Kingdom and 
the colonies with the ringing of” church 
bells and the firing of salutes. The formal 
exercises in this city will not take place 
until Wednesday, the Queen having ex- 
pressly requested this postponement in or- 
der that she might gain an additional day's 
rest at Balmoral. In the remaining cities 
of Great Britain, however, patriotic exer- 
cises are in progress in the schools, and 
receptions and banquets will be given this 
evening under the auspices of the various 
municipal corporations. The Queen herself 
is spending the day quietly at her old cas- 
tle, her advancing yeare rendering it unad- 
visable, if not impossible, for her to take 
as active a part in these annual observ- 
ances, as has been her custom in years 
gone by. 

Countless messages of congratulation 
have been received by Her Majesty during 
the past twenty-four hours from the heads 
of almost every government, as well as 
from the representatives at the Court of 
St. James. Several of the members of the 
Cabinet will give dinners and receptions 
this evening in honor of the anniversary, 
and during the afternoon there were mili- 
tary parades throughout the kingdom; the 
near approach of the diamond jubilee fes- 
tivities in no way serving to overshadow 
the brilliancy of the events, 


MONTREAL, Can., May 4.—The birthday 
of Queen Victoria is being generally ob- 
served throughout the Dominion. Businese 
is generally suspended, and the religious 
services of the morning are followed by all 
manner of spring festivities, to be con- 
cluded with brilliant fireworks this ptm 
This anniversary is regarded as marking in 
a measure the opening of the summer sea- 
son, and so, apart from its original signifi- 
cance, has come to be a period of general 
merry-making and rejoicing, being possibly 
more enthusiastically observed than in the 
mother country.

M’KINLEY KNOWS BETTER. 

There must be exaggeration in the fig- 
ures connected with the statement that 
McKinley is-to mediate between Spain 
and Cuba for the purchase of Cuban free- 
dom: The price named, $400,000,000, would 
be at outrageous one for the Cubans to 
pay fer something it is now tolerably 
clear they can get by force of arms. 

There ig no reason to believe that the 
price, éxtravagant as it is, would be ac- 
cepted by Spain without the guarantee of 
the United &tates. Certainly Cuba would 
not assurre sich a debt and leave herself 
subject to Sranish lien. And if the 
United States’ guarantees the Cuban 
bonds given in payment, it might as well 
be called, first as ast, a purchase by the 
United States. For that is what it will 
be, to all intents and purposes, and that 
is how the people of this country will un- 
derstand any security’ arrangement that 
may be made. . 

The island is not worth $100,000,000 to 
us. The men who are to present the 
claims for damages to swell this amount 
four-fold are largely the same whose in- 
fluence prevented this Government from 
asserting itself in their protection long 
Having an understanding with 
Spain, through which their good offices 
in restraining the United States were to 
be rewarded with great concessions after 
the close of thé war, they prevented any 
termination of the war which did not con- 
template the continuance of Spanish rule. 

If these men or their estates have suf- 
fered at the hands of the Cubans, thev 
are not entitled to one dollar of damages 
to be paid by the taxpayers of this coun- 
try. They have invited their own losses.

THE NEW BILL OF INFAMY. 

As.anticipated, the new Humphrey bill 
of infamy gets before the Illinois Assem- 
bly again with a favorable committee 
report. It is reported out of the Judiciary 
Committee of the House with the rec- 
Oommendation that it pass. The men in 
that committee whom the Post-Dispatch 
named as likely to vote for a favorable 
report of the bill have all justified the 
opinion expressed of. them. 

But the new bill of infamy must run 
the gauntlet of three readings in the 
House before it can pass that body. If 
its opponents are sure: of a majority { 
against it they should kill {t on first read- 
ing. When a corporate monopoly is seek- | 
ing great advantages at public expense 
delays are dangerous. Men who voted 
against the original bills may be induced 
to see virtue in the amended bill; or num- 
bers of them may contract malarta from 
the miasma left by receding waters after 
the flood of early spring; or some of them 
may be sent away on the pressing official 
business of visiting State institutions: or 
new and special committee work de- 
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small fraction of humanity is eapable of 
being lifted up by such treatment. 

It is fortunate for humanity that prison 
reformers have arisen in modern times, 
who advocate such treatment, instead of 
the unmitigated barbarity of former 
prison management, These experiments 
in prison reform have shown how, by 
wisely dealing with certain well known 
factors in human nature, the vicious and 
degraded can be induced to live a life of 
comparative order. The desire to wear 4 
dress something like that worn by de- 
cent citizensis natural, and the effect. of 
this desire, when gratified, is to make 
the man live decently. It is to be hoped 
that the striped garb will be panished 
from all prisons except as a punishment 
for the incorrigible. 
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GLOBE-DEMOCRAT PROPHECIES. 

“What Republican leader or Repub- 
lican paper ever said good times would 
come the day, the week or the month 
after election?” asks the Globe-Democrat. 
“Such a prediction would have been ab- 
surd,.” it continues. “The supposition 
that the four years of trade stagnation 
would give place to a business boom im- 
mediately after the defeat of the revolu- 
tionist party and the election of the con- 
servative ticket was so inherently ridic- 
ulous that nobody made it out loud.”

There is so much of prosperity in the elec- 
tion of McKinley that some of it is bulging 
through the cracks a month ahead of time. 
Five days later, Oct. 10, a Globe-Demo- 
crat editorial said: 
So iong as the slightest uncertainty as to 
the result remains there can be no decided 
advance, If the condemnation of Bryan at 
the polls turns out to be as sweeping and 
emphatic as it ought to be, and as con- 
servative people are beginning to think it 
will be, a business boom like that which 
started with the resumption of gold pay- 
ments in 1879 will set in IMMEDIATELY 
AFTER THE ELECTION. 
Six days after this prediction the 
Globe-Democrat had _ discovered. that 
business transactions were being made 
contingent upon the election of McKinley. 
In its issue of Oct. 16 that paper said: 
The manufacturers are receiving many 
orders for goods to be paid for on the elec- 
tion of McKinley. 
And on the day following that, Oct. 17. 
with the election only two weeks and a 
half distant, the Globe-Democrat posi- 
tively asserted that a marked business 
improvement would immediately follow 
the election of McKinley. These are its 
words: 
The uncertainty as to whether McKinley's 
lead will be only as long as Cleveland’s in 
1884, or Harrison's in 1888, or whether it wil

until election n:ght, and this will prevent 
any further marked improvement in bus!i- 
ness for the next two and a half weeks.

In another week the Globe-Democrat’s 
confidence was so great that, with the 
election only three days off, it said, on 
Oct. 31: 
The business men are wisely doing their 
marching now, as they won’t have any time 
for that sort of thing after McKinley’s elec- 
tion, on account of increased trade. 
And on that same day of “‘absurd’’ and 
“ridiculous” statements it said: 
Four out of every five business men be- 
lieve that Bryan will be beaten. A strong 
undertone of confidence pervades the entire 
financial community, but business prudence, 
the determination to wait until absolute 
certainty comes before taking any new 
steps, checks enterprise. 
The “absolute certainty” of Bryan’s de- 
feat came within less than a week after 
this was published, but the business men 
seem to be still waiting.

The change from the striped convict 
garments to a suit of gray for convicts in 
the Kansas State Penitentiary was gen- 
erally supposed to be an innovation in 
prison usage peculiar to Kansas.

A well known Washington correspondent 
is authority for the statement that frequent 
change in public office prevails throughout 
the Southern and Western States, Missouri 
included. A glance at the manual or blue 
book issued by the Secretary of State re- 
futes this theory so far as Missouri is con- 
cerned. Many of the present State officers 
have served several terms. The constitu- 
tion prohibits the Governor or Treasurer 


from serving more than one term in suc-_ 


cession, but all other State officers may 
continue as Iong as the people care to elect 
them. A brief review of the official roster 
is evidence that Missouri voters are not 
rash about making changes. Judge Thos, A. 
Sherwood has been a member of the Su- 
preme Court continuously for a quarter of 
a century. Senator Cockrell has been in 
the United States Senate twenty-two years, 
and Senator Vest eighteen years. Richard 


P. Bland has been elected to Congress elev- 


en times, and A. M. Dockery eight times. 
Michael K.McGrath held the office of Secre- 
tary of State sixteen years, and was suc- 
ceeded by A. A. Lesueur, who recentiy 
started on his third term of four years. 
James M. Seibert stepped from a _ four- 
years’ term as State Treasurer into the 
Auditor’s office, and has now commenced 
his third term in that capacity. Judge Theo- 
dore Brace has been on the Supreme bench 
for ten years, and is now started on anoth- 
er term. Col. Robert McCulloch held the 
office of Register of Lands twelve years, 
and was still in the harness when the place 
was abolished. Gov. Lon V. Stephens 
filled an unexpired term as State Treasurer, 
and was elected to that office for one term 
before he became Gavernor. As a gen- 
eral rule one electioh to public office in 
Missouri means another. However, there 
is one notable exception. Although there 
is no constitutional restriction, the Attor- 
ney General never succeeds himself. Half 
a dozen or more have tried and failed. Why 
this is so is a mystery. In years gone by 
the same rule applied to Railroad Commis- 
sioners, but last fall T. J. Hennessey broke 
the spell. After a rest of two years he has 
started on a second term, 

There are many Missourians who are not 
aware that John W. Farris, Speaker of the 
House during the Thirty-ninth General As- 
sembly, was once a printer. Mr. Farris 
learned to set type early in life. He was 
the publisher of the first newspaper La- 
clede County ever had. He abandoned the 
newspaper field to become a lawyer. An- 
other prominent Missourian who com- 
menced his career as a printer is Congress- 
man Mont Cochran of the Fourth District. 
He was a typical journeyman compositor 
and “printed’’ on morning papers in nearly 
all the river towns between COmaha and 
New Orleans. To-day, fat and round as he 
is, he can make a good “string’’ at the 
case, but he has never learned to operate 
a linotype. 

From away down in the Ozarks comes the 
announcement that Prof. Pritchard B., 
Hood, who represented Barry County in the 
House at the last session of the Legislature, 
is married. Representative. Hood made 
himself famous by introducing a bill to pro- 
hibit railroad trainmen from flirting with 
female pasengers. The bill was killed, but 
the Barry County statesman left the capital 
at the close of the session firm in the belief 
that something should be done to keep the 
soot-covered engineers and firemen, as well 
as the conductors and brakemen, from leav- 
ing theig respective posts of duty to shower 
bouguets upon women travelers. 


Thomas Martin of Barton County, the 
orator of the House during the last session 
of the Legislature, is slated by his friends 
for Congress as soon as there is an opening 
in his district.

Immediately after the war 
he was elected to Congress, and served 
three terms. He was a native Missourian, 
born in 1824.

PLANS OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
NEW SCHOOL BOARD. 


INVESTIGATION TO BE MADE. 


Question of the Right of the Old Board 
to Bind the New 
Is Up. 


The members of the new Board of Edu- 
cation have been notified by the Election 
Commissioners that the canvass of last 
Tuesday’s vote will probably be concluded 
in time for them to receive their certificates 
of election Wednesday. 

The Election Commissioners will ask the 
Circuit Court to meet in general term to 
receive the certified returns and in all 
probability all the directors-elect will be on 
hand with their sworn statements of elec- 
tion expenses to receive their certificates 
from Circuit Clerk Rodgers and take the 
oath of office. 

The new Board will meet Wednesday or 
Thursday to organize. It will immediately 


notify the School Board of its action and 
according to Director-elect Paul F. Coste, 
the old Board will no longer exist, save for 
the purpose of turning over the records to 
the new Board of Education. This will be 
done June 8, the date of the next regular 
meeting. 

One of the first acts of the new body 
will be to inquire into contracts let by the 
old Board, on which work has not been 
completed. This class of contracts will in- 
clude those let to the Peck-Williamson 
Company for furnaces, which were the im- 
mediate cause of the Civic Federation 
School law. 

The object of the new board’s proposed 
course will be to ascertain whether the 
schools can be saved money by rescinding 
the contracts, provided théy can be rescind- 
ed. So much has been said of the extrava- 
gance of the old board that it ‘is thought 
advisable to inquire thoroughly into the 
matter. In addition, the Building Commit- 
tee of the Board has made recommenda- 
tions of contracts which are deemed ques- 
tionable, but which have not been acted 
upon by the board. It is believed that these 
recommendations will be void after the or- 
ganization of the new board. If necesssary, 
however, they will be included in the in- 
quiry. 
Such an investigation if carried out 
logically may reveal something more than 
mere extravagance. 

Another question that will at once engage 
the new board will be that of the contracts 
between the old board and its salaried of- 
ficers. This grows out of the form of the 
contract held by Supt. Soldan. 

‘“‘We believe from the wording of the new 
law,’ said Mr. Paul F. Coste to a Post-Die- 
patch reporter, ‘‘that it was the intention 
to give the new board absolute freedom in 
the matter of salaried officers. While it 
will probably be decided to retain some of 
the gentlemen already employed, we desire 
to ascertain exactly in what position we 
stand toward them and whether their con- 
tracts with our predecessors are binding 
upon us. 

* “In regard to contracts for work and ma- 
terial, I believe it our duty to ascertain 
whether any money may be saved on those 
that have been awarded and to investigate 
matters to that extent. If we find that bet- 
ter contracts could have been made, we 
shall have to find out whether the con- 
tracts can be rescinded.”’ 
The matters mentioned were discussed in- 
formally at a meeting of the directors-elect 
Saturday afternoon, in Mr. Robert Moore’s 
office. The meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of discussing the reported intention 
of the old board to contest the surrender 
of their seats. Before the new directors got 
together, the movement to contest appar- 
ently died out. Accordingly that subject was 
not taken up. 

An outgoing director is authority for the 
statement that eight of the board are still 
figuring on a contest and hope that a suf- 
ficient number will be absent from the next 
meeting to enable them to carry their point. 
The eight are said to be Koenig, Penney, 
Cudmore, Collins, Paulus, Landvogt, God- 
frey and Ulrich. 

Chairman Grawe, of the Teachers’ Com- 
mittee, has called the regular meeting of 
that body for 4 oclock this afternoon, in 
spite of the fact that any action taken 
will be annulled by the seating of the new 
board. He has given orders that it be called 
for every Monday afternoon, “no matter 
what happens.”’
